the Communists, does not want it 
to become a new focus of conflict 
in /the Far East. 
Therefore, it 
does riot want to tie up too close- 
ly with Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
sheU, whose avowed aim is to re- 
conquer the mainland of China 
and who apparently regards the 
Korean conflict simply as a stage 
in a developing Communist war. 
2. Tho time of year in which 
the Chinese Communists could as- 
sault Formosa across 100 miles of 
open water is drawing to a close. 
That makes the vest of this month 
especially critical; if the Commu- 
nists intend to strike \hey must 
do so m the next three weeks.

The bouncing newcomer of the entertain- 


ment industry, television, is the center of 
many controversies about its impact on 
American life. One of these revolves around 
the art of conversation, which is said by 
some to be in deadly peril from the influence 
of television. Families and friends who used 
to gather }n the living room for talk after 
dinner now sit in rows facing the television 
receiver and watch in the atmosphere of a 
darkened theatre. 
Nonsense, reply the 


friends of television; this new medium of en- 
tertainment on the contrary provides the 
people in the living room with more things 
to talk about. 


Probably there is an element of truth in 


both arguments, and th« relation of tele- 
vision to the art of conversation is very much 
like that of radio or parlor games. Some 
people have never learned the pleasures of 
conversation, or feel Insecure when they have 
to depend on It When the family gathers or 
friends call, they immediately look for the 
card table, or the radio programs, or some 
other device to eliminate awkward pauses, 
Television, like these other devices, can 
dominate the social lives of those who per- 
mit themselves to be captivated by it. 


Television can be kept in its place, like 


radio or bridge or canasta. It can be enjoyed 
for a period, and be made to give way to 
conversation and other more sociable forms 
of entertainment. It's up to the individual. 
American life, television notwithstanding, 
will go on being what people choose to 
make it. 


SAVING DUTCH BABIES 


One of the greatest causes of infant deaths 


3n all parts of the world is prematurity of 
birth. The tiny creatures who enter the 
•world too soon are fragile and need special 
care if they are to survive, 


In the Netherlands the death rate among 


these children was especially high at the 
time the Marshall Plan went into effect, and 
interested Americans enlisted its aid in buy- 
ing incubators for the hospitals there. Nine- 
teen Dutch hospitals have been equipped with 
incubators, and as a result, the infant death 
rate has been reduced to 1.9 per cent, the 
lowest in the world. Of course specially 
trained nurses, on duty for 24 hours a day, 
are also necessary. 


Farm machinery, food, and business capi- 


tal are important commodities supplied to 
Europe by the Economic Cooperation Admin- 
istration, but none of these is more likely 
to warm the hearts of Europeans than pro- 
viding the means for saving the lives of 
hundreds of babies.

WHAT GERMANS READ NOW 


After the book-burning, what? One of 


Hitter's most spectacular performances was 
the destruction of literature that seemed to 
reflect on the Nazis or their doctrines. No 
. matter how great the writer, if he wrote 
anything which the supersensitive Nazis 
found unacceptable, out went the books. The 
great example was Heinrich Heine, author 
of some of the most famous German songs. 
Because he was a Jew, there was no place 
for his masterpieces in Hitler's Germany. 


Now, five years after the war, what has 


become of these banned books? How many 
have been repubiished? J. Alvin Kugelmass, 
an American newspaperman, writing in New 
York Times Book Review, estimates that of 
3,225 condemned works by 265 authors 
forty-two per cent have been published again 
in the Western zone of Germany. In the 
Russian zone, only one and a half per cent 
have been restored. There the available 
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The Security Council of the United Nations half 


achieved this signal victory: It voted down Jacob 
Malik's refusal to recognize the presence ot tire 
Nationalist Chinese delegate, eight to three. Only 
Yugoslavia and India stood by Soviet Russia. This 
was not a vote for or against Russia; it was a vote 
for orderly procedure, for a rejection of bullying. 


Altogether apart from the particular issues in- 


volved in who shall sit in the United Nations, the 
representatives of Nationalist or Soviet China, the 
vote gave to this body the dignity of authority. 
There was no compromise, no trading, no absten- 
tions. 


If the United Nations is to survive, it must be a 


legally conducted body in which no power, great or 
small, may act dictatorial^. There is a due pro- 
cess for recognizing new states or for 'noting tha^ 
a change of government has occurred. Had Soviet 
Russia proceeded properly, it is quite possible that 
the vote would have been different. 
Some of the 


countries which rejected Russia at this session had 
already recognized Soviet China. 


Malik, however, moved in by an impertinence. 


He is president of the Security Council by the acci- 
dent of rotation. That office gives him no author* 
Ity other tiian to preside and to maintain order. 
Y«t, he attempted to use that office to throw out a 
delegate of a country that was, when the United 
Nations was formed, so important as to be given a 
permanent seat. He sought to usurp authority. 
Had he succeeded, the United Nations would have 
ended then in complete failure. 


When his illegal act was challenged by the 


United States, Soviet Russia discovered 
exactly 
what its position is in tho world. 


Yugoslavia's support is nominal Tito, who has 


pretentions to head an anti-Stalinist Communist 
League, cannot afford to offend any non-Russian 
Communist country. Tito would like to hope that 
some day, Mao Tze-tung might rebel against the 
Russian conqueror and join the anti-Stalinist 
schism. It is to be assumed that Yugoslavia will 
always vote In this manner whenever a Communist 
country appears before the U.N. 


As for India, it is literally frightened by the 


Korean war and the possibility of this war spread- 
ing to China, Nehru has no means to withstand 
either a Russian force moving out ot Turkestan 
into Afghanistan and Pakistan, or a huge Soviet 
Chinese army marching into Burma. Such a force 
would soon overcome India, 


Whereas the Indians boast that they have no 
serious Communist problem in their own country, 
the fact Is that Soviet Russia and Soviet China are 
closer to them than is safe, Should Russia have a 
free hand to move into India, it could .take that 
country without too much difficulty unless the 
United States and Great Britain came to India's 
aid. 


That poses a dilemma for Nehru, His country 


has only been free from British control and British 
troops since August 15, 1947. 
If American and 


British troops return, what effect will that have 
upon the development of a free India? 


Also, should Soviet Russia and Soviet China in- 


vade India, that country would inevitably become 
a battlefield between Russia and the west. In such 
« situation, Nehru's government would not amount 
to much more than Rhee's government now does 
in Southern Korea. This could set India back for 
a protracted poriodj 


Therefore, Nehru pursues a typical oriental 


course of trying to put himself in the middle as a 
broker between Stalin and the west. In this man- 
ner, he expects to please Stalin withou too much 
offending the west. After all, the United States is 
readily placated. It goes in strongly for finely 
spoken words; Stalin disdains that sort of thing. 
So Nehru gives Stalin the vote and offers us some 
ambulances in Korea, 


But the western world stood solid. It presented 


a united front for order, and the United Nations 
disclosed that it possesses a capacity to withstand 
Russian pressures, in spite of the constant danger 
to many of those nations that the Communist arm 
of Russian imperialism will use strikes, demonstra- 
tions nnd violent agitation against these govern- 
ments. France and Norway are particularly to be 
praised in view of the pressures put upon their gov-. 
ernment by native Communists, 


When tho Russian discovers that the world is 


not afraid of him, ho will change his tactics. 
He 


is on the rampage now because he has been so suc- 
cessful since 1943.

ELECTRIC BLANKET W RHEUMATISM 
While tho medical treatment of the common 


form of rheumatism (rheumatoid arthritis) has 
been and still is-ticetyl salicylic acid (aspirin), the 
use of heat in various forms is of great help in 
stimulating circulation which carries away waste 
products from the joint or other tissues affected. 
Hot btiths, as hot as the patient can bear, towels 
soaked in hot watet* and covered with blankets and 
rubber sheets, help muny cases. However, what Is 
needed is contirtuous heat for hours or even days 
at a time to got the best or permanent results, 


In England, where rheumatism is most common, 


the heat treatment has always been used so it is 
not surprising to learn that a constant steady heat 
is now applied to rheumatic patients by means of an 
electric blanket. 


In The Lancet, Dr. E. Frankel reports the use 


of an electric blanket as a means of applying heat 
for long periods, producing sustained or continuous 
opening up oC the blood vessels, and permitting 
more blood to carry away wastes. The patient's 
feet, legs, and pelvis (lower abdomen) are well 
protected with sheets of cotton-wool wrapped about 
the limbg and body. The electric blanket is next 
wrapped nbout the lower half of the patient's body 
and kept in position with bandages. The blanket is 
left in position for several weeks and the patient is 
taken out of it only for toilet purposes. The tem- 
perature between the cotton-wool and the skin is 
taken every four hours and is kept at HO to HSF. 
This type of hont application produces widening of 
tho blood vessels with pronounced sweating. Ad- 
ditional salt nnd fluids are given to mnke up for 
this loss of water and salt. Patients tolerate this 
treatment well. They perspire iroely. Temperature 
and pulse rate Increase slightly. The patients find 
tho blanket treatment comforting and are definite 
about loss of pain and improvement in stiffness nnd 
they have more movement in the joints. 


In a. scries of 14 patients given this electric 


blanket treatment, there was a striking improve- 
ment In every case. Many of us fail to remember 
that heat is life.

Congress May Set 
Its Own Rules for 
New Tax Measure 


Washington, Aug. 5 ts>i—Con- 


gress may write Its own rules in 
producing the $3,000,000,000 in 
new taxes asked by President 
Truman, rather than following 
all of Us suggestions. 


Some indication of this came 


yesterday, when the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee began to veer 
away from revenue roads mapped 
by the administration to pay for 
rearmament against Communist 
aggression. 


While the Senate group ap- 
proved tax Jaw revisions intend- 
ed to boost lederal revenues by 
about $148,000,000, it turned down 
House-approved changes—some of 
them proposed by the While 
House—that would have delivered 
an extra $176,000.000. 
Moreover, some members think 
the committee later may knock 
down the House provision for u 
withholding Jax on corporation 
dividends — a provision which 
would create no new tax obiign- 
tions but would collect an OKii- 
mated $175,000.000, much of it 
supposedly from people who Mow 
fail to report dividend income in 
their tax returns. 
Mr. Truman proposed to Con- 
gress that the $5,000,000,000 in 
new revenue !>e raised this way: 
$3,000,000,000 from 
individual 
incomes; $1,300,000,000 .from cor- 
poration Incomes; the remaining 
$300,000,000 from other revenue- 
raising provisions already ap- 
proved by the house.
